You have probably never heard of *N.U.D." With 
good reason. It is the acronym for a very subtle and 
little known marketing term specifically directed 
toward people of color. NUD stands for Non Urban 
Dictate. 

Three words that essentially mean a company is 
not interested in the Black Consumer. (A NUD label 
means that a company does not want their market- 
ing and advertising materials placed in media that 
claim an urban audience as their main target.) 

There are legitimate reasons for companies not 
using urban radio. It may be that blacks don't index 
high in certain categories or that a company's strat- 
egy is to market to the Black consumer down the 
road after they have established a strong position in 
their primary target. 

But a NUD usually means that a company is not 
interested in the Black consumer. Companies evade 
discrimination liability by embracing it as theory 
rather than policy. As a service to Black consumers, 
the Urban Institute will list all companies that 
have a NUD policy. Armed with this information, 
we feel that Black consumers will be able to make 
informed buying decisions. Companies with NUD:

Dear Mr. Willse: 


Even though we live in New Jersey, we are aware of the fact 
that the media gives Mayor Rudolph Giuliani of New York City 
abundant and fair media coverage. х 


` Unfortunately, The Star-Ledger continues to ignore the good 
work of my office while trying to elevate lesser individuals, dis- 
crediting the James Administration and offering no fairness in 
reporting the news. Yet, you continue to demand that “we fully 
cooperate with all requests made by The Star-Ledger." An exam- 
ple of this is today's coverage of the horrible events yesterday, 
June 13, 2000. 

During the horrible slaying of a wife and grandmother yes- 
terday, the son was held hostage by his father, Mr. Ali Kemoum. 
This created a standoff that stretched for more than six hours. 
Despite the fact that I was at the Police Command Post on Lake 
Street during the entire period of the standoff, and briefed the 
many media representatives covering the event, on three sepa- 
rate occasions, there is no mention of the fact that Mayor 
Sharpe James, as chief executive officer of the City of Newark, 
was a participant in every decision made at 511 Lake Street. 


It is totally inexcusable that four Star-Ledger reporters, three 
of whom asked for special assistance from the mayor during the 
siege, completely ignored my presence in print, ignored my giv- 
ing TV and media updates on the event and personally 
announcing the release of the son and surrender of Mr. 
Kemoum. All of that was totally left out of The Star-Ledger's cov- 
erage today of this event. 


For the record: 

1. It was Mayor Sharpe James, not the negotiating team, not 
Police Director Joseph J. Santiago, and not Deputy Police 
Director Rocco Malanga, who proposed the idea of telling Mr. 
Kemoum that his son was asking for him at the hospital, 
and that we would transport him to the hospital to see his 
son, if he would come downstairs. Mr. Kemoum did so, and 
the arrest was made without injury or harm to the alleged 
attacker. 


2. Second, The Star-Ledger was incorrect in stating that Police 
Director Santiago stated that Mr. Kemoum wanted to fight 
his security boss, Mr. Peter Cooper. I made this statement of 
private information in updating the press, and not the police 
director. Star-Ledger reporter Barry Carter wrote my 
remarks while standing in front of me. He asked me to 
repeat the name of Mr. Cooper. I also had ordered this 
request be rejected at that time. 


3. I personally vetoed the idea of using tear gas against Mr. 
Kemoum. I also vetoed any idea of having an expert rifleman 
shoot him when he became visible at a window. In concert 
with the wonderful work of Police Director Joseph Santiago, 
the Police Emergency Response Team, the negotiating team, 
and other police units and support services, we honored our 
mission to “save lives and get the son and father out alive 
and unharmed.” 


Sharpe James requests media fairness 


4. I immediately honored the request of Star-Ledger reporters 
to receive a copy of the Kemoum family's Newark Planning 
Board application plan to add a dental office to their home, 
which appeared on The Star-Ledger's front page. I cooperat- 
ed. I immediately honored the request of Star-Ledger 
reporters to walk through the crime scene and take a photo- 
graph of the front of the house. I cooperated. 


6. I immediately honored the request of Star-Ledger reporters 
to take a group photograph of the Police Negotiating Team 
members. I cooperated. 


7. I immediately honored the request of Star-Ledger reporters 
and others to set. up cameras and equipment closer to the 
crime scene as opposed to being further back in Branch 
Brook Park. I cooperated. 


Finally, it was “my stated mission” as Mayor of the City when 
first addressing the press during this six-hour ordeal that we 
regrettably could not save the lives of a mother and grand- 
mother, but we were committed to attempt to save the lives of the 
alleged perpetrator and his son. Our mission was accomplished, 
commendably. 

I even forwarded a timely press statement to The Star- 
Ledger commending our police. 

You ignored my press release. 

You ignored my positive contributions. 

You ignored my six-hour presence as well. 

You totally ignored the Mayor. 

Yet you continue print bad or negative news about the Mayor. 
When you cover our accomplishments to save or improve the 
lives of our residents, you print a negative view of them. Or you 
ignore them completely. 

When will the James Administration receive fair play by The 
Star-Ledger? Is asking for professional, objective journalism and 
fairness wrong? 

Again a basic question, was the Mayor of the City involved in 
helping bring to an end this tragic and remorseful event? Or 
does he have to stage “publicity stunts” like others for full cov- 
erage?”

In February 1926, his vocal recording of “Heebie 
Jeebies” elevated “scat” style singing to an art form and for the next 45 
years, his singing voice would become one of the world’s most recog- 
nized and enjoyed in jazz and popular music.

Armstrong grew up in the segregated, 
impoverished black community of New Orleans. He was arrested at age 
12 and sent to a waif's home. Yet Armstrong fondly remembers his 
early years because that's when he learned to play jazz. 


8/15 Armstrong - The Chicago Years 


One of Armstrong's most formative and creative periods took place in 
Chicago in the1920s. He left his hometown of New Orleans to play sec- 
ond cornet in the popular band led by his mentor and father figure, Joe 
“King” Oliver. Armstrong spent six years in Chicago, where he made his 
first recordings with King Oliver and then with the Hot Fives and 
Sevens. 

8/22 Armstrong - The Big Band Years, Part 1 

At the root of the Swing Era is the big band, and at the root of the big 
band is Armstrong. The way he played and the way he sang found its 
reflection in every band of the era, and not just in trumpeters and 
vocalists. Everyone who played jazz had Armstrong in their style. In 
this show, we examine the early years on the West Coast, the bands 
with which Armstrong toured the United States, and the early interra- 
cial bands he led in Europe in the early 30's. We hear from Armstrong 
big band alumni such as Lionel Hampton and Lawrence Brown. 


8/29 Armstrong - The Big Band Years, Part 2 
Though best remembered as a trumpete: and singer, Armstrong led big 
bands for almost twenty years.

Each chipped in $2 into a pool to buy lottery tickets 
last week and came away with the lone winning 
ticket in Saturday's $65 million Florida Lotto draw- 
ing.

Just last week, Wilson, a single mother of four, 
was scraping together change for gas money. Now 
she plans to buy a house and take her children to 
Disney World.
